Large bulbs are 1% to 2 inches or more in diameter (No. 1 & No. 2) the 
best blooming size. 

Medium bulbs are 34 to 1% inches in diameter (No. 3 & No. 4). This size 
will give good bloom, but a little later than the large size. 

Small bulbs are 3% to 34 inches in diameter. 

When there is a figure before the price of a variety, as 2-15c or 3-15c, it 
means 2 bulbs for 15c, or 3 bulbs for 15c, etc. 

Cultural directions will be sent with all orders. 


DELIVERY CHARGES 


We pay the delivery charges on bulbs selected from our retail list. Bulbs 
priced by the 100 are also prepaid. 
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ORDER EARLY 


Please place your order early in order to avoid disappointment, as a great 
many varieties will be sold out early. It is important that orders for small sizes 
and bulbets be received early, as we begin planting our own stock in April and 
may not have the stock to fill late orders. 

The cost of producing stock has increased, but we have not increased our 
prices.
